Though there is no need for 
great alarm among the farmers 
this spring regarding grasshoppet 
outbreak there undoubtedly will be 
outbreaks in certain of the south- 
ern sections of the province. Far 
mers are urged not to be concern 
ed about hoppers or eggs appear- 
ing at present but to be on the 
watch for breeding grounds during 
the latter part of May, when the 
harmful species will appear. The 
usual complete arrangements are 
being made ths year by the pro 
vincial government to assist the 
farmers in combating outbreaks.

surplus into motor fuel for auto- 
mobiles. 

On the floor of the Commons Mr 
George G Coote, Progressive mem- 
ber from Macleod, Alberta submit- 
ted opinion that there was a ten 
cents per bushel increased wheat 
price in it for farmers at little or 
no cost to the motorist. 

In response to Mr Coote's urge 
for Government investgatiion, Hon} 
Robert Weir, Minister of Agricul-| 
ture promised inquiries but it] 
seems that the Nationa Research 
Institute, a Government financed 
organization carrying on scientific 
experiment in innumerable fields, 
has had the investigation in han’ 
for some months. 

The Research Institute, appar- 
ently does not care for advance 
publicity as to what it hopes to ac: 
complish in the way either of soc-} 
ial or commercial benefits, but it! 
is understood the finding is that | 
there would not be much difficulty 
in adjusting present automobile | 
carbureters to utilize the contem- 
plated gasoline and denatured al- 
cohol mixture. The problem is 
with the cost of producing the al- 
cohol., 

Western members of Parliament 
other than Mr Coote have alsd be- 
come keenly interested in what 
promises to be a new development 
in the grain situation. Some of 
of them have pursued their inquir- 
ies to Washington with ‘he gasol- 
ine companies and chemical ex:

GOPHER POISON 
——:0:-—— 

In view of the fact that a good 
many people have been inquiring 
for the formula for preparing goph- 
er poison as put out by the North 
Dakota Agricultural College, the 
following recipe is given: 

Mix one ounce of strychnine and 
one ounce of baking soda (one 
tablespoonful) together in dry 
form. 

Put this into a wash basin full 
of hot, thin laundry starch, stir- 
ring until the mixture is creamy. 

Add one fourth pint of syrup and 
stir thoroughly. A thin sugar syrup 
may be used if desired. 

Add 1 teaspoonful of saccharine 
glycerine, 
and again stir thoroughly. 

Pour this mixture over
